Cancel claims 4 and 5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
is Endo (US 2003/0174300) and Yamaguchi et al (US 2005/0140967). Endo et al teaches 
applying a fitting method based on Zernike cylindrical function system to evaluate the reactive 
index homogeneity of optical members (para [0014]). Endo et al also teaches an RMS value is 
calculated for higher order terms in the Zernike function system where n>35 (para [0139]). 
Yamaguchi et al teaches evaluating components of n>35 to reasonable evaluate the refractive 
index homogeneity to determine RMS (para [0071]-[0072]). Endo et al and Yamaguchi et al 
does not teach, suggest or provide any rationale for obtaining a line scan of a defect and

identifying the defect as a peak, defining the peak by its amplitude and halfwidth by means of fit 
curve and integrating the peak over length of the single structural defect.
